La., oil and lumber- 
man and Lynn Richey, until re- 
cently Alexandria City attorney, 
were fatally Injured today and threo 
young girls were badly hurt, in a 
grade crossing automobile crash. 
Hardtner was a former state sen- 
ator.

Louisiana citizens died from in- 
juries suffered when an automo- 
bile in which they were taking the 
three young girls to BUoxl, Miss., 
was demolished, and dragged 100 
feet by a westbound Missouri.

He was affable as 
well as steadfast. When authority 
offered him the king's wines and 
delicacies, he genially proposed a 
sensible test, that had respect for 
the eunuch's head, as well as for 
his own fortunes. That he was 
a fit apprentice for statesman- 
ship was revealed by his reason- 
able request that 
he and his 


friends be tried out for ten days 
on their simple diet, and then 
compared with those who had fed 
at the royal table. 
"Test and 


see" is a sound religious prin- 
ciple.

PREPARATIONS FOR 
TEXAS CENTENNIAL 


WELL UNDER WAY 


DALLAS, Aug. 7.—(SpU—Prep- 


arations for the Texas Centennial 
Exposition, 
which 
opens 
here 


June 6 next year, went into high 
gear with the coming of August. 
The turning point from planning 
on paper to actual construction 
was reached this week and Cen- 
tennial Park is alive with work- 
men clearing sites for the $15,- 
000,000 worth of Exposition build- 
ings which must go up 'during 
the next ten months. 


The majority of the construc- 


tion will be by contract and for 
the next three months bids will 
be advertised and contracts let 
at the rate of a new building 
every two weeks. By the first of 
the year a dozen or more great 
buildings should be rising simul- 
taneously. 


Work has already started on 


the administration building which 
will house several hundred em- 
ployees at the Exposition staff. 
This structure is adjacent to the 
main gates of the Exposition. It 
will be faced by fountains and 
lilly pools and its entrance hall 
will 
be decorated 
with 
huge 


murals typifying Texas history, 


State of Texas Building 
Plans have been approved for 


the State of Texas building which 
will cost the state $1,200,000 to 
complee and excavation for the 
foundations of this structure, as 
long as two city blocks, will start 
in September. 
The designs for 


the Food Products building and 
the Poultry building, part of an 
agricultural group which will cost 
$750,000 have been also approved 
and construction work on this 
important unit of the Exposition 
Is to start without delay. 


A civic center will be erected 


on 26 acres of property annexed 
to the south side of Centennial 
Park and will be an important 
feature of the Exposition. It is 
here 
that 
the 
$500,000 
Art 
Gallery will be built by the city 
as the center of a building plan 
which includes an aquarium, a 
natural history museum, a horti- 
cultural bidding, a sports build- 
Ing, 
an 
amphitheatre for band 


concerts and a large artificial la- 
goon. The city is already receiv- 
ing bids for some of the under- 
ground work incidental to its $3,- 
500,000 Exposition 
building pro- 


gram. 
George L. Dahl, architect, who 


heads the technical staff is now 
work'ing on plans for the Petrol- 
eum and Gas building which will 
house an oil show which will be 
a major Centennial Industrial fea- 
ture. Walter D. Cline, managing 
director of the Exposition, says 
that so far the Exposition's pro- 
gram has been kept up to date 
and that everything will be in 
readiness 
for the 
opening 
as

Corsicana Gets 


First Bale Of

—W—A turbulent session 
of the senate lobby com- 
mittee today produced tes- 
timony that the law firm of 
Patrick J. Hurley, Hoover

Electric System. 


In marked contrast to the violent 
clashes between the dapper former 
cabinet 
officer 
and committee 


members, Joseph P. Tumulty, for- 
mer secretary to President Wilson, 
then told calmly of fees received 
the last two years which totaled 
$109,700. 


This Included »3S,500 from util- 
ity companies for asistanee In their 
fight against the Wheeler-Rayburn 
Holding company regulation bill, 
Tumulty said, adding his work was 
"not lobbying but advisory." 


At the conclusion of the hear- 
ing, Chairman Black said the com- 
mittee had mailed questlonalres to 
telegraph offices In 60 cltlet about 
telegrams sent to congressmen on 
the Wheeler-Rayburn bill. 
Replies from 10 cities he said 


showed 14,782 telegrams had been 
sent on the bill and all but three 
were filed and paid for by repre- 
sentatives of the utility companies. 


Explaining he represented asocl- 
ated shareholders, Hurley asserted: 
"I've never taken a case from 


anyone 
that 
was 
incompatible 


with the publto welfare and these 
shareholders have a constitutional 
right to my services." 
During one of the frequent al- 
tercations with committee mem- 
bers, the outspoken Hurley shout- 
ed:

•"Oh, yes, you gentlemen are all 
prosecutors." 


Frequently he accused commlt- 


teemen of "putting words In my 
mouth" and at one point Inquir- 
ed sarcastically why he was not 
asked if he had quit beating his 
wife. 
,"1 am a gold fish In a bowl," 
he shouted another time. "You 
can aee me from any angle.'" 


Hurley said he received $50,000 


for appearing before the senate 
banking committee 'year before 
last, $35,000 the following year 
for representing the Associated 
before the trade commission and 
In other matters and $25,000 this 
year for aiding In its activities 
against the utility bill. 


Hurley denied he ever had lob- 
bled. 


Rhout* at Chairman.

he had received $6,000 from the 
American Waterworks; $2,500 from 
Public Service of New Jersey; and 
$12,500 each from the Common- 
wealth and Southern and City Ser- 
vice corporation.

SIMON DANIELS 


BLAME FOR LOSS OF FOREIGN 
COTTON MARKETS PLACED UPON 
GOVERNMENT BY N. 0. EXCHANGE 


NEW ORLEANS, -Aug. 7.—(8*r— 
The New Orleans cotton exchange 
in its annual report released to- 
day placed the blame for the loss 
of foreign cotton markets squarely 
upon the government cotton pro- 
gram. 


"While conditions prevailing In 
International finance are reslgnlz- 
ed as contrbuting to the decline 
of American grown cotton's supre- 
macy In world trade,'" the report 
signed by Henry Plauche, secre- 
tary, said, "It is an inescapable 
conclusion that governmental poli- 
cies attempting 
to hold prices 


above above the world's ideas of 
values are the principal and con- 
stantly accelerating cause of de- 
creased consumption of our cotton 
and the loss of our dominating 
position in the cotton trade ot the 
world." 


Reviewing th« season which end- 


ed oh July si. tne report stated 
that the customary' price-making 
factors, such as the weather, grow- 
in*; conditions and crop statistics 
played a relatively 
unimportant 
part in determining cotton values. 
"Practically all thoughts in the 
cotton trade have' been centered 
on the question 'What will the 
government do next?'" the report 
s*!d. 


Covering the American 
cotton 
situation from the farm to the 
spinner, the report said that "con- 
ditions have been the reverse of 
salsfactory." 


Th statistical summary cited the 
2,723,000 bale decline in exports 


and the 
3.212,000 
bale drop In 


world consumption or American 
cotton as definite Indications that 
tho demand for tho American sta- 
ple is on the wane. 


.On the consuming side of the 


fiber, the report also painted a 
gloomy picture. 


"Conditions 
prevailing 
In 
the 
cotton 
manufacturing 
Industry 


both North and South at the pres- 
ent time are most unsatisfactory," 
this report stated. "Uncertainty aa 
to the constitutionality of the' act 
creating the AAA, the uncertainty 
of the continuance of tho process- 
ins: tax, the uncertainty as to the 
amount to be loaned bv the gov- 
ernment, If any, on the growing 
crop, and the uncertainty as to 
the granting of an export subsidy 
have all inevitably resulted in buy- 
ers adopting a very conservative 
policy in purchasing the products 
of the mills and buying only from 
hand to mouth." 


Interpreting the last crop from 


a dollars and cents standpoint, the 
exchange placed the 
total value 


of the 1934-35 yield at J600.397 489, 
compared with $682.207,102 in the 
previous season, when about 4,- 
000,000 bales more were marketed. 


The Ono bright spot in the re- 


port was the steady upward march 
In the price of cotton at 10 spot 
markets since 1931-32. In the past 
season it waa 12.11 cents per pound, 
in 1933-34 it was 10.12 cents per 
pound, in 1932-33 It was 7.03 cents 
per pound and in 1931-32 it was 
8.89 
cents per pound.

The legislation was brought up 
yesterday by Chairman Fletcher 
(D-Fla.) of the banking cornmlt- 
:ee with the statement that it was 
the ''logical, natural, 
inevitable 


consequence" of the government's 
monetary policies which congress 
" id approved. 


Senator Adams (D-Colo.) con- 


tended that in the celebrated gold 
cases the supreme court had held 
the government had the right ito 
change the medium' for discnarg- 
ng private contracts but "no right 
o repudiate Its own obligations." 


"If this government." he said, 


"once establishes the theory that 
its word is good only when it 
chooses, It will destroy not only 
Its. own credit, but, what is-more, 
its integrity." 


In reply, Senator Norris (R-Neb) 


said the right of a sovereign pow- 
er to refuse to be sued was an es- 
tablished right and that '.'a man 
who lends money to the govern- 
ment knows there is no way to 
enforce payment." 
Paying In Legal Tender. 


Senator McAdoo (D-Calif) con- 


tended that "the government is 
paying its bonds in legal tender 
money which is just as good in 
this country as gold.'1

TWO OTHER~WOMEN INJUR- 


ED AND 27 WOMEN AND 


THREE MEN ARRESTED 


' DALLAS,~Aug. 7.—W— 
Four women were stripped 
naked and spanked here to- 
day by striking women gar- 
ment workers in riots in 
front of two dress manu- 
facturing plants. 


Four policemen and two 


women were injured, neither of 
them strikers. 
Forty policemen, called to the 


plants two blocks apart, arrested 
twenty-seven women and 
three 


men. 


The Injured: 
Policeman P. D- Hale, bitten, on 


the arm. 
Policeman F. T. Alexander, sev- 


erely kicked. 
Detective Flay Nelson, bruised 


and skinned legs. 
Police Sergeant L. T. Spencer, 


scratched on face and arms. 
Miss Nella Franklin, 35, badly 


wrenched back.

Patrolman George Cox was not 


injured, as first reported, but his 
coat was torn in two.
